The Indian Prime Minister, Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru, in his first 


exclusive 


interview since Indian independence a year ago, 


told the United Press that the world would eventually “com- 


‘mit suicide” unless it evolved some form of global federation | 


in which the Anglo-Americans, Russians ond .others agreed 


to live peaceably. 
Mr, Nehru called on the 


big powers, to make sine 


ere efforts to settle. dis- 


putes, instead cf making “deliberate attempts to annoy” one another. 
Bolieving that the danger of a third world war had lessened somewhat re- 


cently, Mr. 


Nehru novertheless said the powder keg was still smouldor- 


ing because tho British, Russians and Americans were not moking a 
real effort to resolve differences, 


He said that between the 
Russians = and = Americans 
“there appears not only dis- 
agreement, but desire to dis- 
agree, deliberate intent to 
annoy the other party". 

“The first thiag necessary iso 
desire to agree, That may not 
lead to agreement, but it would 
be ao big step forward.” 


He said, however, “fear of con- 
sequences is powerful deter- 
rent" which had averted war this 
year, 

“TP hope. that danger will pass 
next veor too,” 

“Bome: kind of world gov- 
ernment je bound to come, 
elther in aue generation of the 
next, otherwise the world tends 
to commit suicide.” continued 
Mr. Nohru. “What Its shape 
and how it will come about is 
difficult. tt hae to grow through 
the goodwill of the peopte.” 
He sald it would have to be 

tome form of loere federation, 
bused, not primarily on legalities, 
but on psychological change in 
the minds of. .pecples. 

Tooking back on Indin’s first 
year uf Independence, Mr. Nehru 
sald that, despite the ordeals, 
migrations and strife through 
which It had passed, he was “on 
the whole optimistic’ about the 
future.

He admitted that India wos 
beset “by Inflation and in bad 
economic condition, but said her 
soundness was utlesied by her

The Premier suld the Govern- 
ment had “taken” some steps’ to 
remedy the economic — situation 
ond “we Will take others in the 
course of the next few weeks.” 

“Basically, our cconomic posi 
tion Is sound.” 

He sald Indta nesded Ameri. 
can and other forelgn capital to 
accomplish her reconstruction, 
but wanted it only on terms 
vwhich would safeguard Indla’ 
economic Independence.

New Life Evaning News: That 
new houses should show signs of 
being in a dangerous condition, 
especially at a time when govern- 
ment ts encouruning construction 
of residences to lielp solve the 
housing shorivge, is indeed a 
serious matter, 

One instance isthe shoring up 
of an 1ll-month-vld strycture at 
Austin Road; another is tho col- 
lapse of an almost completed 
new bullding at Wanchal. 

Since Liberation, new | houses 
have been going up every- 
where. The majority. of these_ 
houses have been built by private 
gnterprise It is, however, a great 
pity that the new houses have 
failed to solve the “housing 
shortage probler:, Government's 
nim in encoureging, building of 
houses has failed to achieve, the 
primary objective. 

Because of the prohibitive de-. 
mands of''key inoney,” “trans- 
ference fees," or “construction 
expenses,” the mojority of the 
newly-built houses are still 
vacant, ’ 

This abominable profitecring 
must slop. In hpuny instances, 
people spent their entire savings 
or borrowed money to. pay their 
way into new flate Adding In- 
sult to injury, sume now find 
themselves in houses that have 
vegun to deteriorate. . 

There can be no, excuso for 
new houses becoming. a danger 
to human Ife. As a rule, now 
houses on completion are ex- 
amined by the Public Works De- 
partment before tenants are per- 
mitted to move in. The house 
at Austin Road must have gone 
through this rformet formality, 

The _—_ authorities § - concerned 
should investigate the, incidents

WAR TALK 


Politicians in both Britain 
and America are still sum- 
moning us to “remember 
Munich" and to brace our- 
selves to face war if it is the 
only alternative to surren- 
der. ‘But the public is not 
so easily persuaded to recap- 
ture the mood of 1938. The 
results of one war, only end- 
ed three ‘years ago, have riot 
.been so good that we.are 
ready for another, far, more 
terrible and even less likely 
nto save | ithe world for de- 
mocracy.”. In part public 
reluctance to think in these 
militery terms is due to a re- 
fusal to regard Soviet Russia 
and Nazi Germany as .the 
sam, to confuse a new .with 
an old problem, 
much analogy between a 
dispute about the control of 
the capital of defeated Ger- 
many and the decision whe- 
ther'or not to stand by the 
Czechoslovak democracy. 

There is, however, a deep- 
er cause for the mood of 
fatalism sso prevalent today. 
To Britain at least it is clear 
that if it came to an armed 
conflict this autumn, the war 
would be, waged by two non- 
European Powers over a 
prostrate— Europe,—and—the 
first stage -of it would be the 
overrunning by the Red 
Army not only of Berlin, but 
of Germany and most of 
Western Europe. The man 
in the street has made up his 
mind that in these circum- 
stances the talk of war must 
be bluff and -that somehow 
things will settle themselves. 
On this point we hope that 
he is right. There could 
only be a wan if both sides 


were simultaneously guilty 
of the greatest diplomatic in- 
competerice. , 


The Berlin crisis, eeeen 
has brought one benefit. It 
has shown  unmistakeably 
that a Frankfurt Govern- 
ment in any real sense of 
the word is now :impractic- 
able.

Latest swimmer to seck the bubble 
reputation is NottIngham’s 18-stone 
Tom Blower, waiting to make the first 
two-way attempt. 

Altogether 28 swimmers have suc- 
ceeded in crossing the Channel under 
their own power. Seventeen of them 
are men, eleven are women, . 
UNTIL August 24, 1875, for some 

" reason, no one looked upon | this 
stretch of difficult water—the most 
difficult in the world—nas o feasible 
challenge. 

On that date the first swim. was 
accomplished by Captain Matthew 
Webb, an Englishman, in 21 hours 45 
minutes.
